To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Scarborough  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1955. 


Though  the  number  of  births  continues  to  fall,  the  vital 
statistics  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Though  we  failed  to  maintain 
our  record  of  no  infant  deaths  of  last  year,  the  figure  of  one  in  this 
report  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  water  supplies  continue  to  occupy  a  good  deal  of  the  time 
of.  the  officials  concerned.  The  Council  will  note  the  unsatisfactory 
results  obtained  from  the  Staintondale  samples.  It  will,  of  course,  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Seal by  supply  before 
the  Staintondale  supply  can  be  dealt  with. 

Details  of  the  Health  Department  work  are  provided  in  Mr. 

Foulkes’  report.  The  Committee  will  appreciate  that  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  the  increasing  popularity  of  camping  holidays  and  the  return 
of  neat  inspection  have  increased  very  considerably  the  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  . 


I  must  thank  the  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  Mr. 
Foulkes  and  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  ever  ready  co¬ 
operation.  •

National  Assistance  Act  1948 

Again  no  action  was  required  during  the  year  1955  on  behalf  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  under  Section  47  of  this  Act,  nor  under  Section  50.

Food  Hygiene 

No  special  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  introduced  within  the  Council’s 
area,  although  the  comparatively  few  food  premises  were  included  in  regular 
tours  of  inspection. 

Camping  Sites 

Caravan  holidays  are  becoming  more  and  more  a  part  of  the  social 
system.  With  the  increase  in  use  of  caravans,  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  work 
of  supervision  has  extended  and  the  higher  standard  of  sanitation  and  ameni¬ 
ties  asked  for  by  the  Committee  is  being  achieved.

HOUSING 


During  1955  the  Council  completed  2  new  houses,  and  a  further  42 
houses  were  built  under  private  enterprise. 

One  additional  house  was  surveyed  during  the  year,  and  50  houses 
were  re-inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts, 

Thirty-eigRt  unfit  or  defective  houses  were  rendered  fit  during  the 
year  as  a  result  of  informal  action  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 
No  houses  were  demolished.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Samples  were  taken  from  the  water  supplies  within  the  Council's  area 
periodically,  and  submitted  for  analysis.  With  the  exception  of  two  private 
supplies  the  results,  on  the  whole,  have  been  satisfactory. 

(i)  Ayt  on 

51  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  supply  after  chlorination  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  when  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination, 
and  80  Lovibond  tests  gave  satisfactory  chlorine  residuals. 

The  Thornton  Varley  Spring  was  again  used  to  augment  the  supply  during 
the  summer  months,  and  no  shortages  occurred.  Of  21  samples  of  water 
taken  from  this  spring  (before  chlorination)  which  were  submitted  for 
analysis,  19  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

(ii )  Bumiston  and  Cl  ought  on 

The  supply  was  maintained  satisfactorily. 

(iii)  Snainton,  Brompton  and  Sawdon 

57  samples  of  water  taken  from  this  supply  after  chlorination  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  upon  analysis.  An  additional  90  samples  were 
taken  from  the  springs  at  Troutsdale,  and  4  at  Brompton,  all  before 
chlorination,  and  the  majority  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

(iv)  Hutton  Buscel ,  Wykeham  and  Ruston 

52  samples  of  water  were  taken  f  rom  this  chlorinated  supply,  of  which 
49  were  satisfactory  and  5  unsatisfactory  upon  analysis. 

(v)  Ravenscar 

Of  52  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  chlorinated  supply  49  were 
satisfactory  and  3  unsatisfactory.  In  addition,  2  samples  taken  from 
the  unchlorinated  water  both  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

(vi)  Staintondale 

The  analyst's  reports  upon  50  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Stainton 
Dale  Private  Supply,  which  is  not  chlorinated,  were  as  follows  - 
•  •  20  Highly  Satisfactory,  8  Satisfactory,  4  Suspicious  and  18  Unsatisfac- 
tory.-  29  Samples  token  from  the  Parish  Well  at  Stainton  Dale,  which 
is  also  not  chlorinated,  gave  the  following  results  -  1  Highly 
Satisfactory,  2  Suspicious  and  26  Unsatisfactory. 

(vii)  Harwood  Dale 

2  samples  of  unchl orinated  water  were  submitted  for  analysis.  One  was 
..  reported  to.be  satisfactory  and  the  other  unsatisfactory. 

(viii)  Cayt on 

4  samples  taken  from  the  chlorinated  piped  supply  at  Cayton  prove  to 
be  satisfactory  upon  analysis. 

(ix)  Seamer 


2  samples  of  water  taken  from  unchlorinated  water  supplies  to  isolated 
cottages  proved  to-  be  unsatisfactory  upon  analysis,  and  the  owners  are 
carrying  water  to  the  premises. 

General 

An  analysis  of  the  results  of  all  water  samples  taken  during  the  year 
are  given  at  Appendix  *  C T .  Numbers  of  Dwelling  Houses  and  Population 
on  public  water  mains  are  given  at  Appendix  ' B ' . 
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DRAINAGE 

( i)  Seamer  Regional  Sewerage  Scheme 

Sixty-nine  further  premises  have  been  connected  to  the  Seamer  Regional 
Sewerage  Scheme,  and  samples  taken  of  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works 
have  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  627  yards  of  6"  sewer  were  laid  to 
serve  a  new  housing  estate  at  Crossgates,  Seamer,  and  a  further  354  yards 
to  connect  the  above  to  the  Council's  sewer  in  Station  Road,  Seamer  and 
to  serve  a  further  proposed  housing  estate  at  'Crossgates,  Seamer.  A  6" 
sewer  in  Moor  Lane,  East  Ayton  was  extended  by  100  yards  to  serve  a 
proposed  site  for  housing  development  and  18  yards  of  6"  sewer  were  laid 
to  connect  7  cottages  at  Garth  End  Road,  West  Ayton,  to  the  Council's 
sewerage  system.

(ii)  General 

Sewerage  schemes  for  the  parishes  of  •  Gri sthorpe ,  Lebberston,  Hutton 
Buscel,  Wykeham  and 'Rust on,  Brompton  and  Sawdon,  Snainton  and  Burniston 
and  Cloughton  are  still  in  abeyance. 

CAMPING 

The  34  licensed  camping  sites  within  the  District  were  kept  under 
observation.  With  two  exceptions  the  conditions  prevailing  at  these  camping 
grounds  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  At  one  of  the  unsatisf actory  sites 
conditions  were  brought  up  to  standard  before  the  end  of  the  season.  At  the 
second  site  improvements  are  to  be  completed  before  the  commencement  of  the 
1956  season. 

TIPS 


Conditions  on  all  the  Council's  tips  have  been  fair,  and  the  tips 
have  been  disinfested  frequently. 

FOOD  HYGIENE- 

No  special  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  introduced  within  the  Council's 
area,  although  the  comparatively  few  food  premises  were  included  in  regular 
tours  of  inspection.

There  are  no  premises  within  the  District  where  ice-cream  is  manufac¬ 
tured  by  means  of  Heat  Treatment.  24  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
pre-packed  ice-cream. 

There  are  17  registered  dairies  within  the  District,  and  27  retailers 
of  milk.  Five  of  the  latter  operate  from  dairies  not  within  the  District,  and 
these  retailers  have  been  granted ‘ supplementary  licences  for  the  sale  of 
designated  milk. 

During  the  year  7  milk  retailers  premises  were  inspected,  5  premises 
were  inspected  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  food  stuffs  and  17  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made  of  premises'  used  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice-cream. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

The  licences  of  the  5  slaughterhouses  within  the  District  were  renewed 
upon  application  by  the  owners,  and  the  premises  have  been  inspected  regularly 
in  addition  to  the  visits  made  in  connection  witji  the  inspection  of  meat. 

Details  of  inspections  and  condemnations  of  meat  are  given  at 
Appendix  'A'.
